He directed that the Govern- 
ment draw up an order to revoke 
the citizenship of Bridges, who is 
president of the left-wing CIO 
International Longshoremen’s and 
Warehousemen’s Union. 


Defense May Appeal. 


Attorneys for Bridges argued 
that his citizenship should not be 
taken away pending the outcome 
of their perjury appeal. They are 
expected to appeal from the citi- 
zenship order. 

Bridges came to the United 
States in 1920 and rose to the 
leadership of the longshore union 
in the bloody 1934 maritime strike. 

Although he emerged victorious 
from a number of previous at- 
tempts to deport him, Bridges was 
‘found guilty on three counts of 
|perjury and conspiracy on April | 
4 of this year. 

The verdict was by a jury in 
Judge Harris's court.

‘The Federal Trade Commission 
said the action results from FTC 
complaints charging the firms 
with violation of federal fair trade 
laws. 3 

The five are Bristol-Myers Co., 
Anahist Co., Inc., and Whitehall 
Pharmacal Co., all of New York; 
Union Pharmaceutical Co., Inc. 
Montclair, N.J.; and the Grove 
Laboratories Inc., St. Louis. 

The products involved are sold 
under the trade names of Resis- 
tab, Anahist, Kriptin, Inhiston 
and Antamine. 

FTC had contended the prod- 
ucts “may be unsafe and produce 
injury or harm to the user.” How- 
ever, the agency backed down on 
that contention in its stipulation 
agreements with the companies. 
The agency said the, firms will be 
permited to say “that the product 


is safe if taken in accordance with 
the directions on the label.”

NEW YORK, June 16 (AP)}— 
The Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion today arrested a third Amer- 
ican accused of passing United 
States secrets to the Klaus Fuchs 
spy ring for Russia. 

If-was the second such arrest 
within 24 hours. There was evi- 
dence that other arrests were 
imminent. 

Seized in New York City was 
David Greenglass, 28 years old, 
a former United States Army 
non-commissioned officer at Al- 
buquerque, N.M., where he al- 
legedly . filched wartime atomic 
secrets for Russia. : 

Greenglass who, the Govern- 
ment said, worked on the atomic 
“bomb itself,” was quoted by Unit- 
ed States Attorney Irving H. 
Saypol at his arraignment as say- 
ing that if he had not had a fam- 
ily, he was “thinking of running 
away or committing suicide.” He 
was held in $100,000 bail. 

His arrest followed the FBI’s 
seizure ‘in Syracuse, N.Y., last 
night of Alfred Dean Slack, 44- 
year-old chemist, also linked by 


the FBI with the Fuchs spy ap- | 


paratus. 

Both were alleged to have 
passed secrets to Harry Gold, 
Philadelphian now awaiting trial 
on charges of serving as inter- 
mediary between Fuchs and Rus- 
Sian agents. . Fuchs, a British 
atomic scientist, pleaded guilty 
to espionage and is imprisoned in 
England. 

California Scientist Held. 

Almost simultaneously with 
Greenglass’s arrest in New York, 
west coast FBI agents seized Dr. 
Weinbaum, a California 
Institute of Technology scientist, 
charged with falsely swearing he 
had not been a Communist. Wein- 
baum, arrested in Pasadena, for- 
merly was with the institute’s jet 
propulsion laboratory. His bail 
was set af $5000, 

United States Attorney Ernest 
A. Tolin said the 52-year-old sci- 
entist had been a member of the 
Communist party’s professional 
unit 122 in which he was known 
as Sidney Empson. Weinbaum, a 
native of Russia, is a naturalized 
American. 

The rapid-fire series of arrests 
came after FBI agents returned 
last week from London where 
they had questioned Fuchs. 

Fuchs, who ‘served during the 
war in this country on the atomic 
bomb project, has named Gold 
as his contact with the Red es- 
pionage ring. 

Greenglass, arrested here on a 
complaint filed in Albuquerque, 
cited this country’s wartime alli- 
ance with Russia as the explana- 
tion for his actions, FBI agents 
said. 

In explaining his purported 
contacts with Gold, FBI agents 
quoted Greenglass as saying: 

“I felt it was gross negligence 
on the part of the United States 
not to give Russia the informa- 


tion about the atom bomb becanase | 


she was an ally.” 


The complaint charged that, 


Greenglass spired with Gold, 
one Anatoli A. Yakolev, alias 
John, and “divers others” to give 
secrets to Russia from “about 
Jan. 1, 1945,” for an unknown 
period thereafter. 

Greenglass was described as a. 
wartime technical sergeant work- 
ing as a machinist in a New Mex- 
ico. atom-bomb. project. He is 
married, and the father of two 
children.

IDEA OF FORGIVING 
TAX EVADERS WHO 
PAY UP IS DROPPED 


WASHINGTON June 16 (AP) 
—The House Ways and Means 
Committee changed its mind to- 
day and voted against giving tax 
dodgers a “last chance” to settle 
up with Uncle Sam before fac- 
ing criminal prosecution. It did 
not junk the idea altogether, 
however. A subcommittee was 
directed to give it further study. 

The committee once voted the 
proposal into the tax bill it is 
writing. The thought then was 
that millions of dollars might 
come rolling into. the Treasury if 
tax sinners knew they could con- 
fess their misdeeds, pay up and 
go their way. 

But later doubts arose. Some- 
body suggested that it might be 
too good a break for wartime 
“black marketeers” and gamblers. 
Both the Treasury and Justice

ICC CALLS FOR END 
OF FAVORITISM ON 
RAIL RESERVATIONS 


WASHINGTON, June 16 (UP)— 
The Government told the rail- 
roads today to stop withholding 
reservations from public, sale for 
the use 6f “preferred patrons.” 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 


mission said that the railroads 
should withhold from public sale 
no more than 7 per cent of their 
Pullman berths and 5 per cent 
of their reserved coach seats. 
These withheld tickets should be 
used for emergencies only, it 
| said. 

The ICC’s recommendations 
were in a lengthy report on an 
investigation of an alleged “black 
market” in railroad tickets about 
three years ago. The ICC said 
there is no evidence of “wide- 
spread black market operations.” 

But it found that ticket pur- 
chases and sales by hotel em- 
ployes in the Miami (Fla.) area 
during the winter tourist season 
“nevertheless . .. warrant reme- 
dial action.” 

It recommended that hotels on 


‘the Florida east coast adopt strict 


rules to prevent their employes 
from buying up train reservations 
and selling them at premium 
prices to hotel guests. It said the 
railroads were not at fault in 
this situation.

~ LONDON, June 16 (AP)—Wins- 
ton Churchill, former Liberal and 
now leader of the Conservatives, 
might have been a Socialist—ex- 
cept for a bottle of champagne. 
Anyway that’s the story as told 
by Sir Stafford Cripps last night. 

As Sir Stafford, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, rose to speak in 
the finance debate, Churchill 
crossed the house to the Labor 


side to speak to's Latorite friend 
who had been ill. 

“I’m glad to see Mr. Churchill 
is joining this side of the house,” 
said Cripps, a teetetaling vege- 
tarian, amid laughter. “That re- 
minds me of a story. Mr. Church- 
ill on one occasion offered to 
become a Socialist if I would 
drink a bottle of champagne.” 

Sir Stafford said he didn’t ac- 
cept the challenge.

Second Major Veto. 

It was President Truman’s sec- 
ond veto of a major bill passed 
by this Congress. The first was 
the Kerr bill to exempt inde- 
pendent producers of natural gas 
from federal regulation. Truman 
in vetoing the Kerr bill said it 
would not have been in the na- 
tional interest. 

The basing point bill was one 
of the more controversial meas- 
ures on which the President acted 
at this congressional session. He 
had been under heavy pressure 
both to sign and veto it. Party 
lines were split wide when it 
passed Congress. 

The act would have permitted 
manufacturers to absorb freight 
cost and to quote identical de- 
livered prices at different points 
to meet the price of a competitor, 
The manufacturers / would have 
had to act independently and the 
absorption of the freight rate 
would have had to be done in 
good faith. 
Some Democrats, small busi- 
ness, farm and labor groups con- 
tended the measure would end 
competition in industry and drive 
small independent merchants out 
of business. 

The bill stemmed from a 1948 
Supreme Court decision in the 
Cement Institute case. The court's 
decision outlawed the industry's 
multiple basing point pricing sys- 
tem, holding that the practice of 
freight absorption,’ adopted by 
conspiracy, was illegal. 

Language used by the court in 
connection with the decision was 
widely interpreted as outlawing 
all freight absorption. This led to 
demands that Congress clarify the 
anti-trust laws. 

Bill Would Obscure Law. 

In his veto message, Truman 
said it is obviously desirable for 
laws to be as clear as possible. 


' But, he said: 


“After careful study, however, 
I am convinced the bill would not 
achieve the clarification whieh is 
desired. Instead, through the in- 
troduction of new and uncertain 
legal terminology, and through its 
confusing legislative history, the 
bill would obscure, rather than 
clarify the law. 

“As a result, it would make it 

more difficult for business men, 
administrative agencies and the 
courts to understand arid apply 
the legal safeguards against mon- 
opoly and unfair competition, 
Moreover, the bill contains pro- 
visions which might be inter- 
preted, after protracted litigation, 
to impair the effectiveness of the 
anti-trust laws.” 
Truman said recent court de- 
cisions and statements of the Fed- 
eral Trade ,Commission have 
helped clarify, the situation’ and 
have been fective in elimi- 
nating certain |abuses' of compe- 
tition.” 

“As a resyit,” the President 
wrote, “muchy/ of the earlier une 
certainty h been eliminated, 
Thus it is quite clear that there 
is no bar to freight absorption of 
delivered prices as such.” 

Looks for Further Clarity. 

Truman continued:

QUANTICO MARINE BASE, 
Va., June 16 (AP)—After Presi- 
dent Truman saw the Marines 
end their simulated attack in vic- 
tory yesterday, it was a 75-m.m.

LINKED TO STORM IN 
CALIFORNIA DESERT 


HONOLULU, June 16 (AP)— 
The great Pacific haze may have

The United States Weather 
Bureau advanced this new theory 
just as meteorologists here had 
pretty well put the blame on 
Mauna Loa, Hawaii's erupting vol- 
cano. 

Chief Meteorologist Robert H. ; 
Simpson of Honolulu’s weather 
bureau said yesterday a Washing- 
ton weather report indicated the 
smog-like pall contained sand 
from Southern California’s desert. 

There was a desert windstorm 
in Southern California June 6, 
Simpson said, and computation by 
his Washington colleagues pointed 
to the possibility that winds had 
carried the sand out over the 
Pacific. 

The haze hung over more than 
1,000,000 square miles — from 
Wake island eastward. past Ha- 
waili—for three days anc nights. It 
began breaking up over Hawaii 
yesterday when a northeast trade 
wind ruffled an aimost dead calm.

Strong Senate opposition devel- 


lax some of the provisions of the 
Hatch Act barring federal em- 
ployes from partisan political ac- 
tivity. 

Broadsides against the measure 
came from such diverse political 
figures as’ Senator McKellar 
(Dem.), Tennessee, Senator Taft 
of Ohio, chairman of the Senate 
Republican policy committee, and 
Senator Humphrey (Dem.), Min- 
nesota, a “Fair Dealer.” Each has 
different reasons for his. dislike 
of the bill: 

The bill, produced by conferees 
from separate versions passed by 
the two houses, would: 

1. Amend the act to permit 
the Civil Service’ Commission 
to penalize a violator with as 
little as a 30-day suspension 
from his job without pay. This 
would require a unanimous vote 
of.the three-man commission. 
Dismissal is now provided by 
the law. 

2. Permit Governmént work- 
ers living in Maryland and Vir- 
ginia in the immediate vicinity 
of Washington to take part in 
partisan politics at a local level. 

Vote on Wednesday. 

When the bill was called up 
yesterday McKellar and others 
objected and a vote was. ordered 
put off until next Wednesday. 
The House approved the bill last 
May 4. 
McKellar protested against the 
lack of a provision to permit fed- 
eral workers at the Oak Ridge

local party politics. Chairman

There will be a price spread of 
nearly 40 cents a pound between 
the retail prices of butter and 
oleomargarine when the federal 
taxes are lifted. 

Officials of the Food and Drug 
Administration are known to have 
told Senators that substitution of 
the cheaper product for butter is 
very difficult to detect.

PERU GOVERNMENT

AREQUIPA, Peru, June 16 
(AP)—Peru’s military government 
claimed complete control of Are- 
quipa today and said leaders of 
a short, bloody revolt here have 
been arrested. 

The Government said of its 
force of troops and police, eight 
had been killed and 63 wounded. 
Unofficial estimates of the total 
dead ranged from 40 to 260. 


The Government blamed a po- 
litical organization called Accion 
Civica (civie action), Communists, 


members of the outlawed leftist 
Apra party and members of the 
Democratic League for the revolt. 

Accion Civica is headed by Gen. 
Ernesto Montagne, whose presi- 
dential candidacy was rejected by 
the national electoral board. The 
board’s action left Gen. Manuel 
Odria, former president of Peru’s 
military cabinet, as the unopposed 
presidential candidate in the elec- 
tion scheduled for July 2.

Proposed Tunnel Plan. 


The proposed plans call for re- 
placement of three surface rail- 
road tracks and two. elevated 
tracks on the levee with three 
tracks in a straight 3000-foot tun- 
nel lacated about 50 feet west of 
the present overhead rails. The 
vertical clearance of the tunnel 
would be 18 feet; or four feet 
less than the clearance required 
by state law. The commission.’ 
however, has authority to permit 
substandard clearance if the 22- 
foot clearance is found to be im- 
practical. 

A spokesman for the brother- 
hoods termed the proposed tunnel] 
a ‘death trap.’ He said the unions 
are opposing its construction in 
the interest of the health and 
safety of railroad crews and be- 
cause, in their opinion, the tunnel 
is not necessary. 

The City of St. Louis, which re- 
quested the commission to ap- 
prove the 18-foot clearance, sought 
to meet these arguments by pre- 
senting testimony that the Eads 
bridge tunnel under downtown 
St. Louis, which has only a 16!2 
foot vertical clearance, has been 
in constant use for 76 years and 
has a good safety record. The 
city contended that the proposed 
riverfront tunnel would be even 
more safe if operated under the 
rules and regulations used for 
rail movements in the downtown 
tunnel. 

Eero Saarinen, architect who 
designed the plans for the me- 
morial development, testified that 
over-all plans and symbolism of 
the memorial would be “gravely 
affected” if a tunnel clearance of 
more than 18-feet was required. 
He told the commission the tun- 
nel plan represented a compro- 
mise. and that it would have been 
better if the railread tracks had 
been completely eliminated. 

Similar testimony was given by 
Joseph D. Murphy, dean of the 
Washington University School of 
Architecture: Perry Rathbone, di- 
rector of the St. Louis Art Mu- 
seum and Frederick Dunn, St. 
Louis architect. |

Danny Gardella yesterday said he

The husky little outfielder was 
questioned on the suit’s abrupt 
ending as he packed his bags to 
return to his Bronx, NY., home 
after being placed on the inactive 
list by the Houston club of the 
Texas League. 

He told a reporter: 

“You might say that Gardella 
was paid something to drop his 
suit. That is all.” 

He would not reveal the amount 
involved but he did say he had 
to pay his attorneys over one-half 
of the amount received. 


He said his release by Houston, 
a St. Louis Cardinal farm club 
was due to his suit. 
No Money Settlement. 


' 


Fred Saigh, St. Louis Cardinal 
owner, said in Rochester, N.Y., he | 


had “no knowledge of any money 
being paid to Gardella.” 

In a statement to the press, 
Saigh said: 

“IT have absolutely no knowl- 
edge of any money being paid 
Gardella for dropping his suit. 
We agreed to take him on the 
Cardinal roster the same as any 
other player on the basis that he 
would have to make good. 

“We knew he was a player in 
the limelight and therefore leaned 
over backward to give him every 
possible chance. 

“It was the unanimous opinion 


of everybody who had to pass 
judgment on Gardella that he 
could not play major league, 
triple A or or double A baseball.” 

Gardella insisted there were 
other reasons for his failure to 
make the grade. 

“It was not because of my spirit 
or hustle that brought about my 
release,” he said, “but principally 
because of my suit against base- 
ball. I was told, of course, that I 
was not a hitter.” 7 

He then threw verbal blasts at 
organized baseball, baseball’s 
Commissioner A. B. (Happy) 
Chandler, Manager Eddie Dyer of 
the Cardinals, Joe Mathes, Car- 
dinal farm system boss, and Man- 
ager Bennie Borgmann of the 
Houston club. 

“When we were settling my 
case against baseball,” he said, 
“all Chandler did was stand 
around with his fingers crossed 
while his lawyers handled all the 
details.” 

Not Given Fair Chance. 

Gardella’s bitterness was par- 
ticularly evident when he said his 
great ambition this year was to 
have a good year in the majors. 

“I didn’t get a fair chance,” he 
said,” and now it appears I may 
not have a good year anywhere.” 

“I am not too interested in 

laying professional ball in the 

nited States anyway. I have lost 
all the flame and desire I had 
last year. This shoving me around 
has gotten the best of me.” 

He described Dyer as a “nice 
guy” but “one that will use you 
when he has to.” 

He said Mathes uses bad judg- 
ment in handling players and is 
not a team man. 

“For instance,” Gardella said, 
“he bawled me out in Fort 
Worth in front of all the Buffs. 
That in itself stuns a man’s 
spirit.” 

Borgmann replaced Kemp 
Wicker as Houston manager 
shortly after Gardella joined the 
team. 

“Wicker knew how to handle 
men better than Borgmann does,” 
_ Gardella said. “And Wicker was 

more diplomatic. Borgmann holds 
meetings all the time and is noth- 
ing but a showman.”

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Big Problems, Including Water 
supply Squabble, Face Extension 
Of Missouri's Navigable Area 


First Step Called For in Engineers’ Report 
Would Cost $37,000,000, Develop River 
to Yankton, S.D. — After That, Difficul-| 


ties, Expenses Would Mount.

HE first official step has been taken in an effort to extend 
T ssvieation on the Missouri river upstream almost to the mouth 


of the Yellowstorie river. 


This undertaking would involve 


expenditures running, in all probability, into hundreds of millions 


of dollars. 


It is practically certain to stir up the squabble, now 


smoldering, over whether there is enough water for all the varied 


purposes of the Missouri valley 


Vast sums, in the multi-million- 
dollar range, have been spent on 
navigation and kindred work on 
the Missouri over a span of many 
years. So far the volume of pay- 
goods carried on the stream has 
been relatively insignificant. 


A report last week by the 
Army’s Corps of Engineers is the 
first step in the new navigation 
move, which would more than 
double the length of navigable 
water. The report—on an investi- 
gation made by order of Congress 
~——declares that navigation as far 
upstream as« Williston, N.D., is 
entirely feasible from an engi- 
neering standpoint. It advocates 
development of the navigation 
course that far on a step-by-step 
basis, “proceeding upstream as 
the needs of an expanding re- 
gional economy demand.” 


Early Action Sought. 


As a first step, the report calls 
for early action to extend the 
head of navigation as far as 
Yankton, S.D., at an estimated 
cost of $37,000,000. This. would 
be at the rate of about $400,000 a 
mile for the 92-mile extension 
from Sioux City, Ia. Much of the 
remainder of the extension, 804 
miles between Yankton and Wil- 
liston, would be through the long 
reservoirs to be created by the 
dams now under construction or 
authorized. 


There long have been demands 
from various interests in the Da- 
kotas for extension of navigation. 
The argument is that the region 
has undeveloped or relatively un- 
developed natural resources, 
which could be moved by cheap 
waterhaul rates, and that naviga- 
tion would help also in the gener- 
al industrial development of this 
grain and livestock country. A 
serious question is sure to be 
raised as to whether the resultant 
barge traffic would justify the 
huge cost. 


Completion of the Army En- 
gineers’ report, after several 
weeks of work, was announced 
by Brig. Gen. S. D. Sturgis Jr., 
Missouri river division engineer. 
He emphasized that the report 
embodied only engineering inves- 
tigations, carried out pursuant to 
the congressional directives. Stur- 
gis has submitted the report to 
the Chief of Engineers, Maj. Gen. 
Lewis A. Pick, his predecessor in 
the basin and co-author of the 
Pick-Sloan plan. 


Public hearings on the proposal 
will be held by the Board of En- 
gineers of Rivers and Harbors, 
Washington. If and when ap- 
proved by the board and Gen. 
Pick, it will go before Congress 
for action. Written communica- 
tions should reach the board by 
July 3. 


Present Facilities. 

Presently authorized navigation 
facilities extend for 760 miles on 
the Missouri, from the mouth 
near St. Louis to Sioux City. A 
nine-foot channel is_ virtually 
complete as far upstream as Kan- 
sas City, although a few shallow 
spots linger. The Federal Barge 


Line has been negotiating this | 


stretch regularly with its big tow- 
boats. From Kansas City to the 
southern edge of Nebraska the 
nine-foot channel is largely done, 
but above there, to Omaha and 
Sioux City, there is much to be 
done and navigation at present 
is less certain. The river ran 
wild in that stretch during the 
War. 

At Sioux City the demarcation 
is sharp. Downstream the Ensgi- 
neers’ channel controls are plain- 
ly in evidence. Upstream it is 
still an untamed river, the boun- 
dary of Nebraska and South Da- 
kota. For the 92-mile stretch 
from Sioux City to Yanktan, the 
Army proposes to employ 
standard “stabilization works’’— 
bank revetments, permeable 
dikes, which contract and hold 
the channel; cut-offs to knock out 
long bends; closing of minor 
channels; snag removal; dredging. 

“In support of the recommen- 
dation,” said an Army Engineers’ 
announcement, “the report states 
that the added navigation mileage 
on the river would produce sub- 
stantial savings in transportation 
costs. One of the most important

Study Required.

Engineers told the Post-Dispatch 
that considerable study would be 
required on this phase.

tent dredging to keep channels 
open in these areas. 


The army report is conspicu- 
ously silent as to the means of 
by-passing the five big dams. One 
possibility is the use of marine 
railways—sloping rails on which 
towboats and barges and other 
craft could be hauled around the 
dams over dry land. Such de- 
vices are in use elsewhere. 

However, it is generally as- 
sumed that employment of locks 
would be the most likely solution. 
It will take a lot of locks—and a 
lot of money. Gavins Point Dam 
is the baby of the set. It is in- 
tended to be 45 feet high.

| HREE HUNDRED members of 

'T the CIO Political Action Com- 
mittees in 48 states are hold-

Their recent quar- 
terly report showed only $30,000 
in the treasury and they are find- 
ing it hard to get up steam for 
the candidates they favor. 


Kroll Calls Roll. 


All this will be bluntly dis- 
cussed in the executive sessions 
preceding the Truman call. The 
press was admitted to the opening 
of the conference to hear a pep 
talk by President Philip Murray. 
But then the doors were closed 
and PAC Director Jack Kroll took 
over.

It is 37 river miles 
downstream from the mouth of 
the Yellowstone, the major source 
of water—and of silt—in the Mis- 
souri. It is 225 river miles below 
Fort Peck Dam, whose reservoir 
stretches a long way across the 
central Montana plains. 

No estimate has been made of 
the cost of extending navigation 
from Yankton to Williston. The 
Army has taken into consideration 
the prospect of moving large vol- 
umes of raw materials and goods 
on the Missouri. The agitation of 
local interests and others to ex- 
tend the channel to Yankton has 
carried the argument that consid- 
erable freight could move on that 
stretch.

This will pro- 
vide the Kremlin with a stock- 
pile of 80 or more atomic bombs 
by 1953-54. 

Item II: Russian production of 
strategic bombers is limited but 
rising. There are significant re- 
ports that the Kremlin may soon 
have the prototype of a very 
long-range bomber, roughly. com- 
parable to our B-36. In any case, 
a Soviet strategic air force of at 
least 500 first-line planes of the 
imitation B-29 type, with some 
second-line reserve, will certainly 
be created by 1953-54. 


New Airfield System. 


Item III: Russian engineers are 
known) to be directing the con 
struction or improvement of be- 
tween 30 and 40 major airfields 
in eastern Europe. In Poland and 
East Germany alone, no less than 
24 of these airfields have been or 
are being built, all with runways 
suitable for strategic bombers. 
This new airfield system, threat- 
ening all of western Europe and 
the British Isles, will be finished 
considerably before 1953-’54. 


* Item IV: The new Russian jet 
‘interceptor-fighters atre being 
produced at the rate of nearly

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|German Provincial Vote Sunday — 


Rated as Possible Turning Point 
To Extreme: Course for Nation 


Controversial Constitution Expected to Be 
Approved in North Rhine-Westphalia, 


Ending Coalition, 


Alienating Socialists 


and Boosting Adenauer’s Rightism.

DUESSELDORF, Germany, June 16. 
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OME 7,000,000 voters in the most thickly populated and indus- 
trially important part of Germany will elect a new provincial 
government Sunday. The forthcoming balloting has aroused little 


interest either inside or outside of Germany, yet, in many ways, it 
is more significant than the original election which established the 
Western German federal republic last year. 


The results can continue the 
possibility of co-operation  be- 
tween Germany’s two principal 
parties, the Christian Democrats 
and the Social Democrats or open 
the way to a bitter, nation-wide 
struggle on economic and social 
problems; also they can keep the 
checkreins on the Federal gov- 
ernment of Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer in Bonn or make the 
government more autocratic than 
it is. 

The elections can drive a wid- 
ening wedge between the two 
major parties, forcing each to ex- 
tremes. For the Christian Demo- 
crats that would mean active sup- 
port of the ultra-nationalists and 
ex-Nazis who at the moment are 
a vocal but otherwise unimpor- 
tant force. For the Socialists, it 
would mean competition with the 
Communists for voters and down- 
the-line opposition with no hope 
of compromise on such proposals 
as the Schuman plan for pooling 
the coal and steel resources of 
Western Europe. 


Possibility of Strikes. 

Conceivably, the elections could 
be the forerunner of strikes and 
labor unrest throughout the Ruhr 
valley next winter where strikes 
so far have been kept to a mini- 
mum by the confidence of both 
labor and industry in the coali- 
tion government. 


The results of the _ election 
might also complicate immensely 
the dealings of the three Western 
Allies with the government in 
Bonn. Only a moderate coalition 
can meet or reconcile the diver- 
gent requirements of the three 
occupying powers. 


The voting Sunday will be in 
two parts. 


Voters will name some 200 del- 
egates to the single-chamber leg- 
islature of the province of North 
Rhine-Westphalia, which includes 
Cologne, the entire area of the 


Ruhr, and about one-quarter of 
Western Germany's population. 


They will also be asked to vote 
“ves” or “no” for a_ belated 
provincial constitution which 
passed its third reading before 
the retiring legislature by a slim 
margin only last week. 


Hanging in the balance is the 
fate of Karl Arnold, at present 
Minister - President of North 
Rhine-Westphalia and President 
of the Bundesrat upper house, of 
the federal assembly in Bonn. 
Arnold is a Rhineland phenom- 
enon, a sort of German Phil 
Murray, a devout Catholic and at 
the same time a liberal union 
leader, a Christian Democrat 
whose views have brought him 
into repeated political and per- 
sonal clashes with his party 
chieftain, Chancellor Adenauer. 


Karl Arnold’s Role. 


Largely through Arnold’s influ- 
ence, Christian Democrats and 
Socialists have co-operated in the 
government of North Rhine- 
Westphalia since it was estab- 
lished three years ago. Largely 
through Arnold’s influence, the 
Christian Democrats as a Nna- 
tional party have been kept to 
the middle of the road and away 
from the conservative extrera2s 
which Adenauer would prefer. 

Adenauer rules in Bonn with a 
right-wing coalition which ex- 
cludes the Socialists. He has 
made it plain that he would like 
to see a similar aligriment here 
in the provincial capital of Dues- 
seldorf, and to rid himself of the 
moderating views of Arnold and 
his supporters. 

Arnold has said he will not 
head any but a coalition govern- 
ment with the Socialists. If a 
right-wing government takes its 
place, it probably will be headed 
by Dr. Heinrich Weitz, present 
Minister of Finance for North 
Rhine-Westphalia and an ortho-

' “Resolve that neither the state nor 
the nation, nor both combined, shall 
support institutions of learning other 
than those sufficient to afford every 
child growing up in the land the op- 
portunity of a good public common 
school education, unmixed with sectari- 
an... tenets. Keep the church and 
the state forever free.”

OQne-Man Committee? 


Is there no way for the members of the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee to require its chair- 
man, Pat McCarran of Nevada, to give the Sen- 
ate an opportunity to vote on measures in which 
many Senators are interested? | 

We put this question now that Representa- 
tive Walter’s bill to admit war bride Ellen 
Knauff is tied up in the Judiciary committee 
just as the confirmation of Judge William H. 
Hastie has been stalled for months. 

These dilatory tactics are very much in char- 
acter with McCarran, who earlier did a balking 
job on the displaced persons bill. 

Let us consider the case of Judge Hastie 
first. He received presidential appointment as a 
judge of the Federal Court of-Appeals at Phila- 
delphia on Oct. 15, 1949. The nomination, for 
the circuit which includes Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey and Delaware, was widely applauded. 

There were good reasons for applause. Judge 
Hastie has an admirable record. Born in humble 
situation, he made his mark first as dean of the 
law school at Howard University, Washington. 
Then he was sent to the Virgin Islands as Gov- 
ernor of that long-overlooked territory. His ad- 
ministration of Uncle Sam’s Caribbean “poor- 
house” brought notable progress which, prop- 
erly enough, attracted much attention. 

When the Communists launched a strong ap- 
peal for Negro support, William Hastie took over 
the chairmanship of the anti-Communist Ameri- 
cans for Democratic Action. Undoubtedly he has 
been a factor in dissuading many Negroes from 
falling prey to subversive blandishments. 

Judge Hastie’s qualificatigns for the federal 
bench are not open to question. He is wholly 
fit. Why then is he not confirmed? If there is 
some unexplained objection, why has there not 
been a public hearing on it? Why should months 
pass without action? 

Now the Knauff bill is bogged down. Unless 
members of the Judiciary committee take mat- 
ters into their own hands, the bill of Pennsyl- 
vania veteran Democratic Congressman to put 
the case before President Truman will be 
pigeon-holed along with the Hastie nomination. 

It would be bad enough to sidetrack either 
one. To smother both comes mighty close to 
saying that the Judiciary committee does not 
care what the merits happen to be. 

Pat McCarran is not the whole committee. He 
is Only one member who, because of the rule 
of seniority, happens to be chairman. The other 
members are:

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McCarthy’s New Impropriety 

. Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin is a man who 
would more fittingly be investigated than in- 
vestigating. His latest impropriety in public 
office, just disclosed, consisted of accepting a 
fee of $10,000 from the Lustron Corporation for 
writing an article on housing. At the same time 
Senator McCarthy was vice-chairman of the 
Joint Congressional Committee on Housing and 
Lustron was operating on borrowed funds from 
the RFC which ultimately totaled $36,500,000. 

Many members of Congress write magazine 
articles to supplement their incomes, and do 
it with complete propriety. The impropriety in 
McCarthy’s performance was that his money 
came from a company which was actively try- 
ing to influence Congress, and at a time when 
he was in a position to be especially influential 
in behalf of that company. 

This is not the first time Senator McCarthy 
compromised himself by playing dual 
roles. Only a few years ago he sought office as 
Senator while he was still a circuit judge. The 
Wisconsin Supreme Court ruled that in doing so 
he violated “the terms of the Constitution and 
laws of the State of Wisconsin, and... his oath 
as a circuit judge and as an attorney-at-law.” 

A man who would throw his judicial robes 
into the political ring, despite wise legal bars 
against mixing politics with the administration 
of justice, might be expected to accept pay from 
a corporation which in turn was seeking his 
senatorial influence. That is not surprising. It 
is indeed in character. What is surprising is 
that he has gotten by with it without being in- 
vestigated to determine whether he is a proper 
person to sit in the Senate. 
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To Plug a Loophole 


The most sensible tax suggestion of the ses- 
sion is now before the House of Representatives. 
It is the proposal of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to collect corporation income taxes from 
the business operations of educational, chari- 
table and other tax-exempt organizations. Plenty 
of pressure will be used against this idea. But 
it ought to be written into law as a matter of 
simple fairness. Indeed, Congress might well 
consider extending it to religious organizations. 

We do not believe in the taxation of churches 
and schools as such. They make a contribution 
which is well worth the small price of tax- 
exemption. But when a _ university runs a 
macaroni factory—President Truman’s favorite 
example—it ought to pay taxes like any private 
business enterprise. Exemption gives it an un- 
fair trade advantage. 

What's worse, it invites downright fraud. 
Business men are tempted to make arrange- 
ments with willing institutions under which they 
obtain the institutional tax benefits while re- 
taining actual control of their enterprises. An 
increasingly common tax dodge is the deeding 
of a plant to a university and then leasing it 
for a nominal sum. 3 

Another dodge is the payment of profits to a 
so-called educational or charitable trust which 
then holds the funds, subject to the virtual con- 
trol of the donor. Senator Tobey’s investigation 
of Textron, Inc., showed how this game is 
played. It is all the more unfair when little, if 
any, of the money is used for the trust’s osten- 
sible purpose. 

The support of religion, education and social 
services deserves encouragement. But it should 
not be allowed to be exploited as a racket at 
the expense of reputable business enterprises 
and the taxpayers in general. Too much income 
and too much property already have been put 
beyond the reach of federal, state and local tax 
collectors. It is to be hoped that Congress will 


take the lead in getting some of this back on 
the books. 

In a democracy, all ought to be glad to pay 
their just share of the tax bill. But Congress 
will find out that this is not a universally ac- 


cepted principle. 
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Psychology at Bonn 

Western Germany’s decision to join the Coun- 
cil of Europe may not be a matter of great prac- 
tical consequence for the moment. But there was 
much psychological advantage to be reaped from 
the matter, and virtually everybody concerned 
seems to have reaped it. , 

It presented an opportunity for Western Ger- 
many to display its attachment to the West, not 
the -East, without actually committing itself to 
anything very important. And Chancellor Ade- 
nauer used it as such. 

Indeed, it will be surprising if he does not try 
to exaggerate the importance of the Bundestag 
decision the next time he is lining up arguments 
in support of a claim for more German self- 
government. He probably will cite the decision 
as evidence of Germans’ change of heart since 
1945, of their determination to be what Chancel- 
lor Adenauer likes to call “good Europeans.” 

The Western Allies scored an important psy- 
chological gain in taking advantage of this op- 
portunity to demonstrate that they mean their 
expressions of good intentions toward the Ger- 
mans. But they should demand far more evi- 
dence of Germany's good intentions than this 
single Bundestag decision before relaxing the 
reins too much. 

Kurt Schumacher’s Social Democratic party 
safely could win political capital from opposition 
to the proposal. The consequences of Allied 
reaction to a defeat of the matter in the Bundes- 
tag would have been serious. But the Bonn 
Government's support made approval almost 
certain, and the Social Democrats, by basing 
their opposition on the fact that the Saar is 


being admitted separately, probably have picked 


up some support from unreconstructed German 
nationalists. 

By far the most important aspect of German 
associate membership in the Council of Europe 
is a symbolic one. When Bonn goes to Stras- 
bourg, it will have taken an important symbolic 
step out of the shadow into which Hitler cast 
Germany. West Germany now needs to prove 
itself worthy of the faith the Western world is 


reposing in it.

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Eyes and Ears Abroad 


St. Louis has enjoyed the presence this week 
of an unusually bright and useful group of visit- 
ors from foreign countries. They are overseas 
employes of the United States Information Serv- 
ice—an agency of the State Department which 
endeavors to present facts about America and 
Americans to Europeans, Asiatics, Latin Ameri- 
cans and peoples in other parts of the world. 

Apparently free of superstitions about bad 
luck, the 13 delegated to this city have been 
busy studying Ameritan life and activity first 
hand in order, among other things, to correct 
common misconceptions in many of the minds 
of many foreigners. . 

How fantastic these misconceptions can be 
was described by Matthew J. Chandy of Singa- 
pore when he and several others in the party 
visited the Post-Dispatch. “Mr. Chandy said that 
when he went to school his native teacher told 
the pupils that in America, beef cattle were 
herded.into a room at’a packing plant, a button 
was pressed and instantly the live animals be- 
came cans and packages of meat products, ready 
for distribution. 

But what was more magical, if anything went 
wrong with the packing process, touch of an- 
other button changed the cans back into live 
animals which went out of the room on the 
other side! The visitor from Singapore said he 
had seen an efficient meat packing process since 
his arrival, but nothing quite that remarkable. 

It is important that the men and women who 
assist native applicants for information at Amer- 
ican libraries and other centers abroad know the 
United States first hand. Effort and money 
spent in acquainting Messrs. Chen of Hong 
Kong, Lee of Seoul and their fellow workers 
with the true America is invested so as to pay 
rich dividends. f 
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No Pardon for Prichard 


Friends of Edward F. Prichard Jr., former 
New Deal aid who was convicted of vote frauds 
in Bourbon county, Kentucky, in 1948, are busy 
on a petition for presidential pardon. They 
should drop the idea and drop it fast. 

Prichard was a friend of such notables in 
Washington as James F. Byrnes, Fred M. Vin- 
son and Felix Frankfurter and at one time or 
another served as aid to these and others. He 
should not enjoy any special consideration be- 
cause of former attachments. Neither should he 
be under any handicap because of them. 

The simple fact is that Prichard, for all his 
brilliance, was found guilty of ballot box stuff- 
ing. The district court’s conviction was upheld 
by the Federal Court of Appeals. The Supreme 
Court, with four Justices disqualifying them- 
selves, in effect upheld the findings. 

Many a defendant has been sentenced for 
longer than two years for a crime less grave 
than trampling on honest elections. Prichard 
should pay for the crime which he was found 
to have committed just as anyone without in- 
fluential connections would have to pay for a 
similar erime.

The “declaration of conscience” issued 
by Senator Margaret Chase Smith and 
signed by seven Republican Senators was 
a step—but necessarily only a step—in the 
formation of a coherent and consistent at- 
titude toward the problems raised by Sen- 
ator McCarthy. 

Mrs. Smith stated, with as much truth 
as impartiality, that the country is “sick 
and tired of seeing innocent people smeared 
and guilty people whitewashed.” Beyond 
that basic moral and political consid- 
eration lie difficult 
choices in the realm 
of policy. 

Senators Lodge 
and Flanders have 
called for a judicial 
commission to inves- 
tigate the charges 
The Washington 
Post has called for 
a special commission 
composed of eminent 
citizens drawn from 
both parties and all 
major national in- 
terests. 

Now Senator Thye, 
perhaps moved by a 
realization that these other proposals have 
made distressingly little headway, calls .m 
a more limited way for a Republican sena- 
torial conference to thrash out the needed 
policy. 

The call is timely ana crucial. The Re- 
publican Policy Committee has already dis- 
cussed the issues raised by McCarthy and 
McCarthyism, and decided to take no 
stand. Outstandiny individuals, like Sen- 
ator Taft, have seemed now ready to grant, 
and now to withhold, support from the 
hit-or-miss method of mass charges asso- 
ciated with the Senator from Wisconsin.

Yet neither the party as a whole nor 
particular leaders can well afford to be 
equivocal or ambiguous where an issue of 
such great consequence to the American 
people is concerned. 

Difficult as may be the problem of set- 
ting a course between the extremes of 
smears and whitewashes, it is one which 
must be-faced. The unwillingness to take 
any position at all, the tendency to back 
Senator McCarthy’s wild techniques in the 
hope that something useful to the party 
may turn up, are hardly what the rank- 
and-file Republicans expect of their lead- 
ers. 

With the talent for obfuscation which is 
peculiarly his, Senator McCarthy has 
leaped to accuse Senator Thye of joining a 
bipartisan move “to protect Communists 
and perverts in the State Department.” 
The remark is entirely gratuitous; as a 
matter of fact Senator Thye had gone far 
to defend McCarthy’s usefulness in pin- 
pointing the problem of loyalty. 

The issue is not that of protecting Com- 
munists or perverts, in the State Depart- 
ment or anywhere else. It is the issue, 
rather, of removing the whole question 
of Communist infiltration, espionage and 
propaganda from the mire of doubt, and 
restoring it to a plane where rational men 
can appraise it and can punish the guilty. 

It is the issue of giving back to fairness 
and sanity what prejudice has been al- 
lowed to usurp. 

Senator McCarthy may malign the mo- 
tives of Republicans who would convert a 
one-man campaign. into sober and impar- 
tial proceedings. But it is inconceivable 
that such tactics should have the slightest 
effect on Senator Thye and other Repub- 
licans; and their call for a clear policy, 
based as it is on the soundest principles, 
cannot indefinitely be ignored.

In this age of Snorkle submarines that 
“breathe,” electronic machines that calcu- 
late many times faster than the human 
brain, and jet planes that fly faster than 
the speed of sound, a little thing like a 
railroad crossing safety device seems de- 
ceptively trivial. We have flasher devices, 
swinging bells, wooden crossbars and 
watchmen to protect motorists at rail 
crossings. 

Man has pushed himself far down the 
scientific trail but with each new inven- 
tion he must needs also invent a counter 
safety measure to protect himself from 
the child of his scientific cunning. For 
human life never ceases to be the most 


important thing of all, and self-preserva- 
tion the most elementary. We do not agree 
with the cynical observation, either, that 
man only wants to live long in order to 
make life miserable for the other fellow. 


There are a dozen railroad crossings in 
Bingham county where people can and 
have been injured. The Bulletin there- 
fore is resolved to the task of securing, 
not one safety device, but as many as are 
needed to protect human life in Bingham 
county. 

Somewhere there are ample funds to do 
the job. Whether they are im the state 
capitol at Boise, the Public Roads Agency 
in Washington, the Union Pacific office at 
Omaha, or in the Bingham county court- 
house matters little, but with the Geiger 
counter of public opinion as a wand we 
will locate them. 


Battle Across the Hudson 


From The New Orleans Times-Picayune 


With great trepidation we have read of 
rival scientific camps on either side of the 
Hudson. The Manhattan project, headed 
by Dr. Wallace E. Howell, is being paid 
$100 a day by the City of New York to 
encourage rain. That city’s depleted water 
reservoirs keep water in short supply. 
Last summer there were days on end 
when the city officials scarcely knew 
where their big city’s next drink of water 
was coming from. 

The water supply of the city is all very 
well, but to amusement parks, picnickers, 
outdoor sportsmen and promoters of all 
these activities rain cuts down attendance 
and gate*receipts. Spearheaded by the 
Palisades Amusement Park Co., two anti- 
rain men, Dr. G. A. Sykes and Edward 
Twardus, have been hired to combat Dr. 
Howell's rain-making efforts. They get 
paid $500 a day. Officials of the amuse- 


ment park frankly admitted they had tried 
to hire Dr. Howell and keep him away 
from, New York City. But they had no 
success. 

As we understand the Sykes-Twardus 
system, which has been used for years for 
several West Coast cities and a New York 
racetrack, “sound, light beams and electro- 
magnetic waves” are broadcast to “cause 
various disturbances which break up the 
clouds and scatter them.” * 

On this side of the Hudson, then, we 
have Dr. Howell, who spots a cloud and 
fosters it to spout rain. But on the Jersey 
side of the Hudson are the Sykes-Twardus 
anti-rainers who presumably do everything 
they can to bombard that same cloud with 
“sound, light beams and electro-magnetic 
waves” so as to drive it away from Dr. 
‘Howell in discouragement without letting 
the gentle rain fall

FDR’s Responsibility for War 
ROOSEVELT FROM MUNICH TO PEARL HARBOR, b 

Basil Rauch. (Creative Age Press, 527 pgs., $4.50. 

Here is the answer to those people— 
whose numbers surely are dwindling— 
who contend that President Roosevelt led 
the United States into a needless war in 
1941. The answer consists of a history of 
American foreign policy between the sur- 
render at Munich and the attack at Pearl 
Harbor. 

Of course it will not stop all argument. 
It is still possible to hear the contention 
that Abraham Lincoln led the nation into 
a needless Civil War. From the publica- 
tion of the Rauch book, however, calm and 
reasonable men will listen with small pa- 
tience to the blind argument that Ameri- 
can participation in World War II could 
and should have been avoided. 

The period of which Professor Rauch 
(head of the History Department at Bar- 
nard College, Columbia University) writes 
saw the great and decisive swing in Ameri- 
can foreign policy—from isolationism to 
internationalism. 

One can read with’ admiration and sym- 
pathy the story of the President who rode 
out the mounting winds of the approach- 
ing storm, and the storm of war itself, 
with a steady hand on the tiller bar. It 
is a story which dis- 
agrees profoundly 
with the late Charles 
A. Beard’s pathetic 
insistence that 
American entry into 
the war was plotted 
by the President 
against the people’s 
will, as if the Japa- 
nese attack, when it 
came, were a Roose- 
velt invention. 

In the prewar pe- 
riod Roosevelt by no 
means ied the people 
as rapidly along the 
road toward aid to 
the Allies as many would have had him do. 
After his 1937 “Quarantine the Aggressor” 
address, which met a dismal public re- 
sponse, Roosevelt was wary of leaving the 
people too far behind him. Says Rauch: 

“The truth of the situation was that 
Hitler was attempting to provoke Roose- 
velt into a blunder on either one of the 
two sides of his dilemma: by giving way to 
the interventionist demand for a declara- 
tion of war, which would throw the coun- 
try into a paralyzing last-ditch fight be- 
tween isolationists and internationalists 
with grave risk of a victory in Congress 
for the former; or by giving way to the 
isolationist demand to retreat from) the 
policy of aid to Britain, which would: suit 
Hitler as well.” “Roosevelt,” concludes 
Rauch, “refused to be provoked into tak- 
ing either course... r 

“Forward toward internationalism slow- 
ly, but forward surely, was Roosevelt's de- 
cision. Isolationists called this forward 
movement a drive toward war, but insofar 
as it did not involve the use of force, 
Roosevelt measured his steps in strict 
tirae to the pace of people and Congress 
and left it for the Axis to prove that the 
pace was foo slow.” 

Nor was this “internationalism” toward 
which Roosevelt moved a horrid thing of 
secret commitments and secret desires 
for war and bloodshed that some would 
make it. Rauch holds, and to this re- 
viewer's . satisfaction proves, that Roose- 
velt’s goal of joint action with other de- 
mocracies and “peace-loving nations” 
against Axis aggression was thoroughly 
consistent with American self-interest, as 
well as with sound morals.

In addition, an inde-| 
pendent auditor, appointed by the Board of Aldermen, will check on | 
the activities of the Director of Finance. The auditor must be a cer- | 
tified public accountant. He will have power to appoint counsel, | 
to make any investigation he pleases and to uncover any: scandal 
or irregularity that may exist. 

St. Louis has been operated at a deficit for every year in 
the last quarter-century, except two or three, according to Mr. 
Tucker. The new charter will tend to compel the city to live 
within its income.

WHEN THE CHARTER was first being considered, the free- 
holders had several alternatives: They could approve a city man- 
ager form of government, which has worked well in some places 
‘but which does not seem advisable in St. Louis; they could favor 
a commission form; but they chose to build their document around 
the principle of a strong Mayor-Council form.

THE NEW CHARTER reorganizes and regroups the city’s admin- | 
istrative agencies. It cuts the number of boards from 42 to 22. | 
It eliminates the offices of Collector, License Collector and Treas- | 
urer, transferring their duties elsewhere. Of utmost importance, | 
it transfers to city jurisdiction a large group of offices hitherto | 
known as county offices. There is no reason in the world why 
these offices should not be under city control. They include Cir- 
cuit Attorney, Prosecuting Attorney, Recorder of Deeds, Sheriff, 
clerks of the courts and so on. 

* 

THIS, of course, is only a sketchy outline of the new char- 
ter. In general, it is a streamlining job; it means more home 
rule, better budgetary control and superior fiscal methods. The 
ideas embodied in the instrument grow not only out of the delib- 
erations of the Board of Freeholders; they also incorporate sug- 
gestions made in the Griffenhagen report of 1941, and the work 
of that excellent organization known as the Governmental Research 
Institute. 

It cannot be expected that every citizen will attain a grasp 
of the charter’s details; that could happen only in some impos- 
sibly perfect state like Plato’s Republic.

Mr. Truman Overlooks a Good Man 


RESIDENT TRUMAN has spoken a great many earnest words 


about government reorganization and government efficiency in 


pushing for the Hoover Commission’s plan to re-shape the fed- 
eral colossus. But as so often, the gulf between words and deeds 


is afi abyss that compares with the Grand canyon. 


Congress gave the President the 
power to make over the Maritime 


Commission and reshape the De- 
partment of Commerce to consoli- 
date authority over transportation 
agencies in the department. This 
was a move long urgently needed. 

Having been given this new au- 
thority, the President promptly 
used it to promote one commis- 
sioner who had come under con- 
gressional criti- 
cism for misman- 
agement, irre- 
sponsibility and 
incom petence 
while at the same 
time ignoring the Ff 
claims of anoth- 
er member of 
the Maritime 
Commission who 
has repeatedly 
sought by his 
dissents to meet 
the charges lev- 
eled by Congress. 

The President nominated Maj. 
Gen. Philip B. Fleming, formerly 
chairman of the commission, to 
be Under Secretary of Commerce. 
Under reorganization, this is a 
most important office with author- 
ity over transportation agencies 
in the Commerce Department. 
But Fleming, his career in the 
Army and Government notwith- 
standing, has hardly demonstrated 
his ability to take over this new 
and responsible assignment.

Profits in Tax Exemption. 


In fact a House sub-commit- 
tee has twice been sharply crit- 
ical of the way in which the now 
abolished Maritime Commission 
lavishly dispensed Government 
funds in subsidies to American 
shipbuilders. While recognizing 
the need to encourage ship con- 
struction for defense purposes, 
the committee nevertheless found 
that the law had been stretched 
repeatedly so that the shipping 
lines were risking comparatively 
little of their capital while letting 
the Government underwrite a 
guarantee of profits. 

The United States Lines is 
building a super-liner which will 
cost $70,000,000 plus. The line 
is putting in $7,000,000 in cash 
and over the life of the vessel 
another $21,000,000. But the lat- 
ter can be paid out of the operat- 
ing subsidy provided by the Gov- 
ernment in addition to the con- 
struction subsidy. 

A special tax gimmick in the 
Maritime Act of 1936 gave the 
lines exemptions which may have 
been necessary then in view of 
the difficulty of raising capital 
for ship construction. But the 
lines made huge wartime profits, 
thanks in no small part to this 
gimmick. Thus one company 
paid $570,000 in federal taxes 
since 1936 whereas without the 
special exemption it would have 
paid $13,846,000. 

The sub-committee’s first re- 
port did not reflect on Gen. 
Fleming since he had only re- 
cently taken over the chairman- 
ship of the commission which had 
become a kind of feather bed for 
retired admirals. But the second

under the Reorganization Act, 


there is created in the Depart- 
ment of Commerce a Federal 
Maritime Board of three mem- 
bers, one of whom is chairman. 
The chairman is also the maritime 
administrator. The President 
named three “acting’’ members to 
this board but McKeough, who 
had the strongest political en- 
dorsements from his home state 
of Illinois, was not on the list. 

Shipping interests are press- 
ing hard for bigger and better 
subsidies. The report persists 
that Secretary of Commerce 
Charles Sawyer will resign in the 
late summer or early fall. Candi- 
date of the shipping lines to re- 
place him is said to be George 
L. Killion, former treasurer of 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee. -Killion was put in as head 
of the American President Lines 
in which the Government exer- 
cises a controlling interest grow- 
ing out of loans advanced to the 
lines. 


Serving Both Sides? 


No matter how well-intentioned 
policy may be, it can be nullified 
by appointing men out of sympa- 
thy with that policy or-incapable 
of administering it. President 
Truman veoted the Kerr natural 
gas bill with a strong message 
of rejection and then a few weeks 
later reappointed Nelson Lee 
Smith to be a member of the 
Federal Power Commission al- 
though it was Smith who recom- 
mended to Congress that inde- 
pendent natural gas producers be 
taken out from under federal 
regulation. 

The pattern of presidential ap- 
pointments in the Department of 
Interior stands out in strong con- 
trast. There two new assistant 
secretaries named under reorgan- 
ization—Vernon D. Northrop and 
Dale E. Doty—are both career 
men who have advanced in the 
department on the record of ef- 
ficiency and initiative.

1950 SALES SURVEY 
BY RESERVE BOARD 


Agency Indicates Record in 
Homes, Autos, Television— 
Decline in Public Optimism. 


WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP) 
—Good chances for record sales 
this year for houses, automobiles 
and television sets were reported 
by the Federal Reserve Board to- 


day on the basis of a survey of. 


consumer buying intentions. 
“Buying plans for furniture, 
washing machines and refrigera- 
tors (in early 1950) are to be at 
least as extensive as a year 
earlier,” the board added. 
Encouraging as sales prospects 
seem, ‘they could still go sour. The 
board threw in this caution: 


“The extent to which these 
(buying) plans will be carried 
out will depend considerably on 
what happens to jobs, incomes, 
and prices, the availability of 
goods and credit, and the general 
domestic and international situa- 
tion.” 

The board made these observa- 
tions on consumer buying plans, 
based on a survey in the first two 
months of this year: 

1. More than three in each 
“spending units” — mostly 
families in which income is 
pooled in living expenses— 
spent more than they earned in 
1949. 

2. The financial position of 
consumers geneerally was slight- 

ly weaker in 1950 than a year 
ago, although it could still be 
called “strong.” * ; 

3. While people remained op- 
timistic over their income 
prospects and the general eco- 
nomic situation they were not 
so optimistic as they had been 
in early 1949. 

Nevertheless, “well over 1,000,- 
000 consumers’ where seen as 
having “definite” plans to buy 
new houses in 1950—and “about 
as many consumers indicated 
intentions to buy new homes in 
1951.” 

Also, the survey. developed, 

“consumer intentions to buy new 
cars were at least as frequent in 
1950 as in 1949, a year of record 
sales. In addition, a substantial 
increase was reported in inten- 
tions to purchase used cars.” 
' And, “for durable goods, as a 
whole, consumers were thinking 
of buying in greater volume than 
in the record year of 1949.” Ra- 
dios were a notable exception to 
the general rule. of increased de- 
mand. 

A possibly important factor in 
forming buying intentions was ex- 
pectation on the part of six out of 
each 10 consumer “spending 
units” that prices of automobiles 
and other durable goods would 
decline in 1950. Few said they 
expected much of a decline.

Next, vou “sift before measuring, 6'% c flour.” 
It is at this point that you realize you are going in 
for mass production and need a larger vessel, pref- 
erably a tub or old heimgemacht crock. Moreover, 
you begin to feel a trifle uneasy if your baking 
efforts heretofore have been confined to one cup of 
flour for pancakes, 14% cups for pie dough, or 
box of devilsfood mix, “just add water.” : 

We sifted before measuring with our standard 
device, a one-third cup measure with a hole in the 
side. Three cups of flour are added immediately 
and beaten in, with the spoon held firmly in hand 
and not dropped into the goo as we managed to do. 
Then the remainder of the flour is added. And 
then, says Mrs. R. with gay insouciance, “Toss the 
dough onto a floured board.” This brought on a 
brisk debate in our kitchen, onlookers pointing out 
we had dropped, not tossed, the dough. But, 
dropped or tossed, there it lay, a terrifying mass, 
which was to be kneaded, “folding the edges 
toward the center and pressing down ... until it 
no longer adheres to the board and is smooth, elas- 
tic, and full of bubbles.”

AS OUR FAMILY CHEERED us on, we began 
kneading. Kneading is, at first, awkward and 
clumsy. It is also a goshawful sticky process and 
plays hell with a new manicure. After a bit, 
though, from some hidden faraway memory, it 
comes back to you—a steady rhythm with dignity 
and grace. 

After some minutes, we felt rough, inelastic, and 
full of deflated bubbles, so we put the dough in a 
bowl covered with cloth, to “rise until it has dou- 
bled in bulk (for one hour).” 

Well, that’s about.all there is to it, except to tip- 
toe back in the kitchen, smothering your claustro- 
phobia as you watch the dough swell and bulge 
over its girdling bowl. Once risen, you knead 
again until it's the original size, let rise until dou- 
ble in bulk, knead again into loaves, let rise to 
double its bulk, and reread the recipe to make 
sure you didn’t get stuck on the same line like a

She Calls TV ‘Anything But a Luxury’

Let Right Be Done 
“fF HE WINSLOW BOY,” Terence Rattigan’s moving, dra- 
matic play about a common man’s fight for justice, has 
been made into a moving, dramatic picture, now at the 
SHADY OAK Theater. It is a film to restore your faith in the 
art of picture making as a medium to turn a 
tender, yet powerful story into absorbing en- 
tertainment. Based on a true incident, the 
case of 13-year-old George Archer-Slee, who 
was dismissed from Britain’s Royal Naval 
Academy at Osborne in 1908 on a charge of 
stealing and forging a five-shilling money 
order, ““The Winslow Boy” tellg the story of 
a father’s faith in his son’s innocence and his courageous fight 
to clear the boy’s name. As in the play, the phrase, “Let right 
be done,” the King’s traditional approval of a Petition of 
Right, becomes a kind of rallying cry for the smallest right of 
the lowliest human individual in a just government. 

A tiniformly excellent cast has Sir Cedric Hardwicke as 
the father who rules the household with an ircn hand but is 
even more formidable when his son’s reputation is at stake; 
Margaret Leighton as his sweet but strong-minded suffragette 
daughter; Neil North as the boy himself, with quivering lip 
but steadfast story; Jack Watling as his giddy older brother; 
Frank Lawton as the girl’s convention-bound fiance who would 
like to stand by the Winslows throughout their notoriety but 
must bow to papa’s wishes because “there is always the allow- 
ance”; and finally Robert Donat as the noted defense barrister 
who appears all icy logic and stony realism but makes his own 
sacrifice to prove the boy’s innocence. Donat may be a shade 
over-colorful in an already colorful role but from a feminine 
point of view, he’s a fine sight to behold, alternately chilling 
and thrilling in the scene in which he cross-examines the boy 
brutally to determine if he is lying. All in all, it’s good adult 
entertainment. 


Murder—Sage or Stage 


Sometimes the second feature is first in merit and so it 
is at the FOX Theater this week. First film on the billing 
“COLT .45,” is just another Technicolor Western. There is 
the same heroic Randolph Scott, with the same rugged, tanned 

face, and eyes with that faraway gaze (the 
result of years of squinting out over that 
cinema sagebrush). There is the same churl- 
ish but chicken-hearted -villain, this time 
Zachary Scott, a spirited young gal, pretty 
rising star Ruth Roman, same sheriff, same 
Indians with same lines (“Indian have many 
way find out these things). The plot concerns 
a salesman of Colt .45 guns, R. Scott, who helps rout a bandit 
crew, headed by Z. Scott, and including a craven coward whose 
pretty wife, R. Roman, wants him to quit the dirty business. 
Says the husband in a dignified line all husbands might commit 
to memory: “If you can’t understand my thinking, at least re- 
spect my judgment.” She doesn’t and in the end when he’s 
stone, cold dead, she’s in the hero’s arms, which just goes to 
prove how right a wife can be. 

The second feature, “STAGE FRIGHT,” an Alfred Hitch- 
cock murder mystery, while not Hitchcock’s best, is still high- 
ly superior suspense stuff. Jane Wyman, as a wide-eyed would- 
be actress, stumbles into real drama when she tries to help the 
man she loves, Richard Todd, who has covered up a murder, 
in turn, for an actress he loves, Marlene Dietrich. With the 
aid of her father, amusingly portrayed by Alistair Sim, and 
a Scotland Yard detective, a charming, disarming lad played 
by British actor, Michael Wilding, the murderer is tracked 
down but not before many standard staples have been used 
saccessfully. There is the footfall on the stair, the elusive 
chase through a darkened underground passage way ir, thea- 
ter, a showdown scene in which only two pairs of vO are 
visible, those of the heroine and those of a desperate dman. 
‘Fine, heart-thudding moments, all. In addition, Marlene 
Dietrich looks languorously glamorous and sings two sultry 
songs, “La Vie En Rose” and that old chestnut “t the 
Laziest Gal in Town.” 


A Sailor's Wife 
A man struggling with housework is a traditionall¥thilari- 
ous subject and it’s given a competent going-over again in 
“THE SKIPPER SURPRISED HIS WIFE,” at LOEW’S STATE 
Theater. This situation has Robert Walker as a Navy com- 
Mu / mander who takes over the home chores 
ty when his wife breaks her ankle. A few days 
: of bedlam convinces him of the inefficiency 
of the average homemaker and he decides to 
run his house “the Navy way.” Despite his 
wife’s protests that, “You can’t run a house 
on a schedule,” he cuts the average home 
work time (nine and one-half hours, it says 
in the movie) in half by such means as having his young sons 
fall in line to swab the decks at 6 a.m., by washing one window 
each day, dividing the laundry into five short operations in- 
stead of one all-day effort, and organizing a check-off chore 
chart. 
Soon the house is so well regimented one of the liftle boys 
’ goes back to thumb-sucking through emotional insecurity and 
the Skipper’s wife goes back to mother. But the major plot 
as well as the minor one of wife versus Navy iron out as 
smoothly as Tuesday's tubbables. Bumbling Robert Walker 
wrings everything possible out of his role, Joan Leslie is 
properly pretty as his wife, and Tommy Myers and Rudy Lee 
are a pair of engaging youngsters.

"Rigoletto" in Film Form 
An Italian film version of Verdi's “Rigoletto” with English 
subtitles and an English title, “THE KING’S JESTER,” opens 
at the ART Theater tomorrow for one week. With a few addi- 
tions and subtractions, the film, though more play than opera, 
is faithful to the story of the hunchback, 
Rigoletto, who plays buffoon to a nobleman 
but is a tender, loving father, worshipful of 
the innocence of his beautiful daughter, 
Gilda. When the daughter is abducted by a 
group of lords under the false assumption 
that she is the jester’s mistress, and is se- 
duced by the nobleman, Rigoletto, filled with 
rage, plots the lord’s death but brings about the death of his 
daughter, instead. French actor, Michel Simon, gives a skillful 
character performance as Rigoletto. Maria Mercader is‘a lovely, 
innocent Gilda, and Rossano Brazzi, a handsome and dashing 
lordly lover.

The people who can’t 
afford the theater and the night- 
clubs turn to television, and it’s 
anything but a luxury.” 

She agreed with our pet theory:

revolution. 


“And now please put this down 
the way I want to say it: There 
are only a hundred-odd televis- 
ion stations in operation now— 
there ought to be 2000! Why the 
freeze? Because we have discov- 
ered flaws in our present tele- 
vision standards, and we don’t 
want to weave any further errors 
into the system. We are going 
to set new standards for televi- 
sion, and we are going to provide 
room for those 2000 stations. 

First, we must decide the color 
question, because it may in turn 


affect the standards we adopt. I, 
personally, think color is better 
than black and white right this 
minute—it conveys much more— 
but setting its standards is the 
most difficult problem before the 
commission today. 

“And .you must remember that 
the value of television, or radio, 
regardless of technical perfection, 
can be measured only in terms of 
what they bring to the public. If 
the programs are no good, neither 
is the system!”

My Day -o.

HELSINKI, Finland. 
E spent the first part of 
Wednesday looking at some 
of the Finnish glass, ceramics, 
pottery, and copper work and 
wood carving. Later we visited 
Arabia—one of Finland’s largest 
pottery plants. The museum here 
is interesting because it showed 
what the plant had produced on 
its opening day, and what it was 
able to do two years later. There 
were models lent by Sweden and 
the duplicate copies made in the 
Finnish plant. I was particularly 
interested in one model. This 
showed the original small build- 
‘ing in which the industry had 
started, and the chimney of the 
original kitn which is still being 
used although it is 75 years old. 
Today the picture is a very dif- 
ferent one. Building after build- 
ing has been added, and it is now 
one of the largest plants of its 
kind. 
ee ae 


FROM THE MUSEUM we went 
on to visit the children’s nursery. 
This is run by the plant for the 
mothers who have to come to 
work. The children are accepted 
from the age of two months up to 
seven years old then they have to 
go to school. It is a beautifully 
planned and organized nursery 
and the children look extremely 
healthy. 

They operate with twelve 
nurses and twelve volunteers. The 
idea being that the volunteers get 
a preliminary training here, with 
healthy children, before they take 
their courses which prepare them 
to nurse sick children. 

Throughout the country prac- 
tically every large industry un- 
dertawes some welfare work of 
this kind. The cost is certainly 
minimum—about 30 cents a day 
for which a child gets two hot 
meals and a snack of bread and 
butter and milk. The child is 
left at 6:30 in the morning and 
called for after 4 p.m. 

We lunched with the President 
and Madame Paasikivi—a pleas- 
ant party. Mme. Paasikivi ex- 


pressed the thanks of all Finnish 
women for the aid sent to their 
children from America. The Red 
Cross, the Save the Children’s 
Fund and the Quakers are the 
three organizations most fre- 
quently mentioned. Mme. Paasi- 
kivi spoke particularly of the 
gratitude they felt for the stepto- 
mycian and the anti-tuberculosis 
vaccine which had been granted 
them through the Children’s 
Emergency Fund of the United 
Nations and the World Health 
Organization.

WEDNESDAY was a real sum- 
mer day. We went to tea with 
the members of the Diet and Miss 
Kyllikki Pohjola received us. In 
the evening I spoke at the uni- 
versity auditorium to a joint 
group of women’s organizations. 

I am struck more and more by 
the fact that fundamentally peo- 
ple are much the same the world 
over, and though different na- 
tions may do things in different 
ways, their aims and objectives 
are very similar. 

If I were to sum up my im- 


pressions of Finland, I would say. 


that from a summer visitor’s point 
of view it is an enchanting coun- 
try. People here, as everywhere 
else, have been friendly and wel- 
coming. I Jeave with a sense of 
deep admiration for a people that 
can build, and rebuild, and pre- 
serve its optimistic spirit in the 
face of so many discouragements 
in the past.

E recently wrote some ar- 

ticles about a signaling con- 

vention in partnership Ca- 
nasta games. If one partner adds 
a wild card to a meld of five, 
bringing it up to six cards, he 
asks his partner to complete the 
canasta if he can, even at the cost 
of his only wild card. The mes- 
sage’ is, “I can go out, and want 
to go out, if we can complete a 
canasta.” 

But, asks a reader, what hap- 
pens when the partners have a 
wild card apiece, and a meld of 
five that they could turn into a 
canasta, but neither of them is 
able to go out? Doesn’t the use of 
the signaling convention rob 
them of a canasta? 

This was the reader’s hand: 


It was late in the play. All the 
hands were down to a few cards, 
and anyone was likely to go out 
at any time. The pack was frozen, 
and every one of the five cards 
shown was a safe discard, since 
the opponents had melded both 
nines and sevens. 

“We had a meld of five queens,” 
explains the reader. “If I had add- 
ed. my deuce, then my partner 


_could have put on the deuce he 


had and we would have had a 
canasta. Or if he had put his 
deuce on the queens, I could and 
would have made a canasta with 
mine. 

“But I couldn’t go out, so I 
didn’t want to put on my deuce. 
And my partner apparently felt 
the same way. A couple of rounds 
later an opponent went out. They 
had two canastas; we had none, 
and were stuck with the deuces 
besides.” 

Well, signaling conventions in 
Canasta and other games aren't 
meant to be taken that literally. 
There was no law against putting 
the deuce on the queens, for either 
partner. Maybe the other would 
then add his deuce in the confi- 
dent expectation that his partner 
would promptly go out—and 
maybe he would be disappointed 
when his partner didn’t. But what 
of it? At least they would have 
the canasta, and the score for it 
might make up for a bit of dis- 
appointment.

THE SQUARE IS not only the hub of Damascus—it is the 
hub of the hub-bub of the world.

It is also the favor- 
ite lounging spot of the city’s wandering musicians and street 
vendors. 

From morn till night and from night till morn the taxi 
drivers toot their horns to attract customers, the jackasses 
bray because they’re jackasses, the musicians play because 
they want coppers, and the vendors howl to sell their wares.

NE of the greatest photogra- 
() pers in the country today 

is a medium-sized, mild-man- 
nered man with a slightly bashful 
air who doesn’t smoke cigarettes 
because he has such expensive 
taste in books. 

His name is Clarence John 
Laughlin, and while he has won 
considerable fame as an artist 
with the camera, he is still on 
the way to fortune. Since he 
collects books on art and archi- 
tecture, which run into money, it 
was plain something had to go. 
The cigarettes went. 

Such is Laughlin’s devotion to 
his art.. He still allows himself 
an occasional drink, but if things 
reached the point where it was 
a choice between that and the 
books, there is no doubt the 
drinks would go, too. In fact, 
after spending a morning with 
Laughlin, on his visit to St. Louis 
a couple of days ago, I got the 
impression that he might even 
give up food and drink for his 
art. When he talks about his 
pictures and brings them out for 
inspection, he does so with the 
air of a collector presenting his 
gems, and it is quite obvious 
there is a little of Laughlin him- 
self in each picture. 


Laughlin is one of the few 
photographers whose pictures 
have been shown in the leading 
art museums in the country, and 
in view of the attitude of the 
average art museum director 
toward the camera as an artistic 
medium, this is indeed an ac- 
complishment. Furthermore, sev- 
eral of his prints have been in- 
cluded in collections of some well 
known collectors of modern art, 
among them Duncan Phillips of 
Washington, D.C., whose collec- 
tion is famous in art circles and 
who, until Laughlin came along, 
had never included a photograph. 
Laughlin came here to address 
the American Institute of Archi- 
tects, the first photographer ever 
to be thus honored. 

Examples of Laughlin’s work 


‘periodicals as Vogue, 


are seen from time to time in such\ 
Harper's 
Bazaar, House and Garden and 
Life. He has issued several books 
of. photographs, and his latest, 
which is called “Ghosts Along 
the Mississippi,” is one which 
may well cause other collectors 
to give up cigarettes. It is a 
handsomely gotten up collection 
of photographs and legends about 
pre-Civil War mansions along the 
Mississippi, and it sells for $10 
a copy. Laughlin is pleased by 
the fact that it is really selling. 


While Laughlin is a versatile 
artist with the camera and photo- 
graphs a wide range of subjects, 
his first and still his chief interest 
is the Old South as represented 
by the crumbling mansions, the 
cypress trees and the general 
decay of a once proud and 
wealthy planter class in Louisiana. 
His interest in these things is 
intense and, if one can judge by 
his photographs, almost morbid. 

Laughlin was born into the 
twentieth century equivalent of 
this element of Southern society. 
His mother was of French descent; 
his father, of Englisheand Scottish 
descent, was a planter, and 
Laughlin was born on a plantation 
in southern Louisiana. 

When he was still a boy*the 
family moved to New Orleans. He 
grew up there, went to school 
there, and was fascinated by the 
architecture, the atmosphere and 
the history of the French quarter. 
His first creative endeavor was a 
novel whose setting was the 
Vieux Carre. The novel, which 
was never finished, led him to 
painting. The painting led him to 
photography. 

* * 

IS ramblings around southern 

Louisiana, seeking material for 

his novel, led him to many pic- 
turesque old ruins and he was 
moved by these symbols of a way 
of life that was gone with the 
wind. He bought oils and can- 
vas and, without any formal in- 
struction, starting painting what 
he saw. Then he decided he 
could do better with the camera, 
although he had never clicked a 
shutter in his life. 
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CLARENCE JOHN LAUGHLIN, 
WHO FOUND HE COULDN'T 
AFFORD BOTH CIGARETTES AND 
BOOKS ON ART AND ARCHI- 
TECT, PROMPTLY GAVE UP THE 
CIGARETTES. 


That was in 1936. He bought 
a second-hand camera and equip- 
ment, built his own enlarger, and 
went to work. 

He concentrated on the 
crumbled mansions of Louisiana, 
which, he says, have an architec- 
ture which is different from that 
of the other Southern states. 
Whereas the mansions of Vir- 
ginia, Georgia, Alabama and the 
Carolinas are what might be called 
typically Southern, it is still high- 
ly derivative from earlier styles. 
The architecture of Louisiana is 
indigenous to the state and rep- 
resents to Laughlin what might 
be called the first modern archi- 
tecture in this country, in that 
it utilized native materials and 
was designed to fit the needs of 
the climate. 

The main structure of these 
homes. is of brick made on the 
premises. The pillars are of the 
same brick, covered with. plaster, 
and the wood is durable cypress

“I also try to show,” he says, 
“that a camera is not necessarily 
a machine, except when it is used 
mechanicaliy. It is possible to 
show something of the imagina- 
tion of man through the camera. 
I am trying to get museums and 
collectors to recognize photogra- 
phy as an art, and some of them 
have. I feel that in doing so I 
am not just promoting myself, but 
doing something for photography 
generally.” 

Laughlin is as fascinated by the 
legends surrounding the old man- 
sions as he is by the crumbling 
ruins themselves, and has become 
quite a collector of them. One 
of his photographs, a composite 
picture, symbolizes the story of 
the daughter of a wealthy planter 
who was being compelled by her 
parents to marry a French noble- 
man she didn’t love, and who, on

As he pointed out later, South 
was a little sorry that he had not 
landed at six hearts, because he 
felt that the club king should be 
in West’s hand, and if it was not 
too well guarded, South could win 
six heart tricks, four clubs and 
two diamonds. 

When, however, South led and 
passed the club queen, his dream 
was shattered. East took the 
trick, and his spade shift was fa- 
tal to even the modest four-heart 
contract! 

South’s feeling concerning the 
club king was not realistic—that 
card, lying under North's opening 
club bid, would not have bolstered 
West’s hand appreciably. In any 
case, it was certainly a good idea 
to insure the contract against 
either positon of the club king. 
Thus, declarer should have con- 
ceded the first trick to West’s 
diamond queen. West could not 
do better than continue the suit. 
Now South would draw the out- 


South West 


‘ standing trumps, discard a club on 


dummy’s remaining diamond, then 
cash the club ace and pass the 
club jack through East—unless, of 
course, East put up the king, in 
which case South would ruff. If 
West had the club king, declarer 
would be equally safe, since West 
could not attack successfully in 
spades. 

The only danger of letting West 
hold the first trick was that he 
might have a six-card spade suit 
and a singleton diamond, but this 
was too remote a possibility to 
carry weight.

Bureau of the Labor Depart- 
ment. It has taken the bureau 
30 years to accumulate this 
stack ef literature, which is 
looked on as no more than a 
basis for the study of women. 

The problems of women can- 
not be reduced to a few thou- 
sand words, according to the 
female labor economists. Wom- 
en aren't that simple. The 
Women’s Bureau was establish- 
ed in 1920 and now, in 19650, 
only the groundwork has been 
laid in the gigantic task of fig- 
uring out women. 

It’s true, they can tell you 
that single women in Los 
Alamos, N. M., eat less than 
the single men in that city. 
They've got it down in iy food 
that the men have a youre 
bill. of $965, compared to 
$566 spent by women. 

Last year’s convention of the 
CIO United Automobile Work- 
ers may have been closed to 
outsiders, but the Women’s Bu- 
reau knows that about 50 wom- 
en attended the conclave. It is 
also well aware that at least 
180 women sat in on sessions 
of the annual meeting of the 
AFL Hotel and Restaurant Em- 
ployees last year. 
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IT’S NO SECRET to these 
female tabulators, either, that 
one woman out of every 15,676 
persons in Delaware has been 
appointed to a public office in 
the state, giving Delaware first 
place among the 48 states in 
proportion of women appointees 
to total population.

of women,”

“Data on women in other 
countries is also available.”
